She Would and She Would Not was, \ast night, performed, at this 
Theatre, with considerable suceess. It was to the author of this Co- 
medy, (Colley Cibber,) that Pope adjudged the crown, of dullness, tho’ 
with manifest injustice, for instead of being dull, his works are full of 
spirit and vivacity. ‘The apology for his own life teews with the care- 
less, self-sufficiency of early life united to the garrulity of age; and 
his comedies are light and gay with a tolerable share of wit and senti- 
ment ; added to which, he was a man of great conversational powers, 
a good actor, and an admirable dramatic critic. It is well known, how- 
ever, that Pope saw no merit ont of the coterie over which he presided 
as a little despot, & that, when piqued by a spirit of rivalry, he would 
not hesitate to deny the existegce of that very excellence which excited 
his spenetic jealousy. She Would and She Would Not is not the best 
of Cibber’s Comedies ; it is, nevertheless lively and bustling, and when 
played, as it was last night, can never fail to amuse. Miss Taylor 
personated the heroine, (we might almost say the hero for she is in 
doublet and hose during the whole of the Comedy,) for the first time, 
with admirable skill; in the scene of her mock courtship of Rosara, 
her flippant, cool, contemptuous manner was truly excelleat, and she 
was ably seconded by Mrs. Ashton, who made a lovely Rosara; and 
in the fourth act where Hypolita is forced into a rencontre with Don 
Phillip, Miss Taylor marked the transitions from fear to blustering 
forcibly yet delicately, and called forth great and well-merited ap- 
plause; on the whole, we look upon it as one of the best things’ she 
has yet done, and, we are inclined to think, however interesting she 
may be in serious parts, it is as a votary of Thalia that. she will attain 
the most eertain and lastiog honors ;—we must not omit to mention 
that she looked uncommonly well, and that, without being impudent, 
her cartiage was as confident and masculine a8 many of our petits: 
mattres. ; \ 

Mrs. T. Hill did not disgrace her male habiliments, and the real 
Cavaliers, had efficient representatives in Cooper and Vining. Mrs. 
Humby was as quaint aud precise as ever, in the waiting maid, and 
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Harley told the lies of T'rappanti with as much monchalance as if 
he had been a veritable knight of the shoulder knot. Mr. Brindal did 
all that was possible for the trifling part of Don Lewis ; and Farren 
did more than he ought in the part of Don Manual—he acted too 
well, for in the fifth act, he gave so forcible a picture of the old man’s 
alternations of senile joy, and grief, at the prospect of his daughters 
marriage that it became painful. My Wife or My Place, and Frigh- 
tened to Death foliowed the Comedy.
